Whether the opvration performed 
on the king was done at the suggea- 
tion of any members of the royul fa- 
wily, or whether they merely accepted 
the physician's advice, was not known 
The Daily Express said today that the 
royel family merely accepled the doc- 
tire’ advice. The papers said that 
great anxiety wae fell leat the king's 
heart should not prove strong enough 
to stand the shoek of an operation 
but doetors told Queen Mary and the 
Prince of Wales that if the operation
